PROHIBITION 
BILL PASSES 
IN U.S. SENATE 


Two Hundred and Eighty-Seven 
Members Vote In Its 
Favor. 


THE NAYS 


Fifty-Two Democrats and Forty- 
Eight Republicans Against

WASHINGTON, July 22——By a vote 
of nearly three to one, the house, 
weary of talk of prohibition, today 
passed a bill for its enforcement, with 
provisions and penalties so drastic 
as to bring from the men who iramed 
it the prediction that it would forever 
suppress the liquor traffic on United 
Exactly one a ndred 


|members, fifty-two Democrais ail 
|forty-eight Republicans refused to 
|support it. Against this even hun- 


dred, the prohibitionists, putting up a 
solid front to the very last, polled 
The measure now goes to 
the senate, where many of its restric- 
tions may be modified or struck out. 


|The cloakroom rumor persisted that 
|all of this legislative effort might end 


on the shoal of a presidential veto, 
although the general view was that 
signed as passed, 
The bill, as it passed the house, 
provides that after January 26. 1920: 
Every person permitted under the 


\law to have liquor in his possession 
|shall report the quantity and kind to 
}the commissioner of internal revenue. 


(This applies to chemists, physicians, 
eac,) 

After February 1, 1920, the posses- 
sion of any liquor other than as au- 


|thorized by the law, shall be prima 
| facie evidence that it is being kept for 
|sale or otherwise in violation of the 
| law. 


It will not be required, however, to 


|report, and it will not be illegal to 
/have in one’s possession, liquor in « 


private dwelling while the same is 


{ocupied and used by the possessor, 
‘as his private 
{liquor is used for personal consump- 
{tion by the owner, his family or his 
| guests, 

The possessor of such liquors how-| 


dwelling, and the 


ever, bears the burden of proof that 
the liquor was acquired and is posses- 
sed lawfully. 

Intoxicating liquor is defined as a 
beverage contalning more than one 
half per cent, of alcohol. 
vehicle, or other place where liquor 
{sg manufactured or sold, ie declared 
a nuisance. 
facture, sell, barter, give away. trans- 
port, or import export, deliver, fur- 
nish or receive and intoxicating liqu- 
ors. 

Liquor for non-beverage purposes, 
and wine for sacramental use, may 
be sold under specified regulations. 

Denatured alcohol, medicinal pre- 
parations (including patent medi- 
cines) unfit for beverage purposes, 


| toilet articles, flavoring extracts and 
|vinegar are evempted. 


Registered physicians are authoriz- 
ed to issue prescriptions urder etrict 
regulations for the use of liquor in 
cases where it may be considered nec- 
essary as a medicine. 

Liquor advertisements o 
are prohibited. 

Sale, manufacture or distribution of 
compounds !ntended for use in the 
unlawful manufacture of liquor is 
prohibited, together with sale of pub- 
lleation or recipes for home manu- 
facture.

WASHINGTON, July 22. — Des- 


pite all precautions taken by civilian 
and military authorities, rioting be- 
tween whites and negroes broke out 
again tonight in Washington and a 
report reached the police at ten 
o'clock that a white man, a home de- 
fence guard, had been shot and in- 
stantly killed in the northwest sec- 
tion. 

Soon after the killing of the home 
defence guard, the police received a 
report that another guard also had 
been shot by a negro. He was re- 
ported as fatally wounded, A third 
man was later reported as slashed 
with a razor. A detachment of cav- 
alry and a equad of marines was 
rushed to the scene of the shooting, 
which was at Highth and M streets 
in the heart of a negro district.

Grand Jury Investigation to Take 
Place, Says Assistant States 
Attorney. 


CHICAGO, July 22.—Only theories 
as to the cause of the explosion and 
destruction by fire of the dirigible 
machine, resulting {In 
and injury to 28 others were elicited 
at the first session of the coroner's 
jury inquest today. The _ disaster 
seemed as far from disclosure as at 
the moment when flames 
along the gas bag as it soared above 
Chicago's sky scrapers before plung- 
ing down through the roof of a great 
bank, spreading fatal flames among 
the book-keepers and stenographers 
preparing to end their day's work. 

A grand jury investigation will be 
made, according to information at 
the criminal court building today. 
Prosecution is certain, according to 
Assistant States Attorney John 
Lowery. 

The twelfth victim of the calamity 
was Milton G. Norton, a photographer 
for a morning paper, who died today. 
Devotion to duty marked his last 
semi-conscious moments. He was a 
veteran newspaper photographer, and 
sought the assignment to go with the 
dirigible on one of its early test 
flights. His parachute ignited as he 
the machine's gondola, 
and he fell in the street. As death 
approached, he murmured that he 
hoped his camera and plates had not 
bren damaged.

ored of any fair recorded in the bright 
career of the society now entering on 
ites majority. 

The attendance has represented al- 
most every part of central 
the excellent roads and exceptional 
weather drawing motorists from far 
and near.

play of stock and other farm exhibits, 
coupled with a first clase program 
of racing and other attractions, kept
